In « bad sense, red signifies blood, 
war, hatred, aed punishment. Red ead bleck 
combined wore the colors of purgatory and the

Blue, of the sapphire, expressed heaven, the 
firmament, truth, constaney, Gdelity. Obrist 
end the Virgin weer the red tunic and the bige 
mantie as signifying heavenly love aad hee- 
venly truth.

Tameave Arris Taees.—Apple trees may 
be trimmed ia any month in the year, prori- 
ded no large limbs are cut—still we prefer 
May and June to other months, beceuse the 
trees are then growing, and the wounds are 
sooner covered. 

You need not fear thelr bleeding when the 
leaf is out, for leaves take up the sap as fast 
as it is made. You will find thet « grape vine 
does not bleed on being trimmed after the leaf 
comes out. 

One great error of orchardists should be cor- 
rected. They neglect to trim annually. At 
length, @ading the trees bear but little fruit, 
and that the limbs are too close and interfering 
with each other, « great onslaught is made. 
Large limbs are cut, and large wounds are 
produced. All this arises from a neglect of 
annual trimming. For when this is attended 
to, no large limbs seed cutting. You never 
should cut « limb that ie more then an inch ia 


will be closed up within two years, and there 
is no danger of rot. 

Bat you may say you hare now an orchard 
that has been long neglected, aad you must 
prune thoroughly in order to make it bear. 
No. Let the large limbs alone; you never 
help a neglected tree by cutting large limbs. 
Thin owt the smaller shoots, and let the old 
limbs alone. By cutting, you run the risk of 
prodacing more rotten wood than fruit. 
When you trims tree, take care and not 
wound the limbs that you stand on—and let 
ne men climb up a tree with heavy boots or 
shoes. He will do more mischief with the 
nails in bis boots, than service in thinning the 
branches. Thin shoos or slippers may be used 
on climbing a tree, either to trim or to gather 
fruit.— Mass. Ploughmas. 


Lass on Coas.—Mr. BR. F . Bingham, of Ohio, 
communicates to the Southern Cultivator the 
following experiment he made with lime epoa 
’ 

«I hewe jest concluded an experiment with 
lime on « feild of corn, which may be worthy 
of notice. As the corn was coming up, I ap- 
plied about half a pint of rlacked lime te each 
bill, with the exception of four rows in the 
middie of the field, which were left that I 
might see whether or no liming in the hill was 
beneficial to the crop. The after treatment 
was the same during the season. Harvested 
separately the four rows uniimed, and also ad- 
jeotmmng the four that were limed, (soll and 
situation being precisely the same,) and the 
result was an increase of « little over one. 
eighth the amount in core in favor of that 
which was limed. 





Te Ovne Sacer Sais wire raz Woot ox .— 
Take one tablespoonful of alum snd two of 
saltpetre; pulverize and mix well together, 
then sprinkle the powder on the flesh side of 
the skin, and lay the two Giesh sides together, 
leaving the wool outside. Then fold up the 
skins as you can, and hang them in « dry piace 
In two or three days, as soon as they are dry, 
take them down, and scrape them with a blunt 
knife till clean and supple. This completes 
the process, and makes « most excellent saddie 
cover.
